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INTRODUCTION . * , 

The California- State Department of Educat ion- fyas collected racial/ethnic 
information on the public school population in California since 1967. Information 
is collected by the Department from each school district, which in turn reports 
information on staff and students for each school administered by the district. 
Because of changes made in both the racial/ethnic categories and .the regulatory 
requirements (see the California' Administrative Code, Title 5, Education, Section 
97), some historical data are not available. 

Table 1 presents the 1979-80 student enrollments in California public schools 
in each *county and statewide by sex and by racial/ethnic classification. Fort.y 
percent of the four million' studerfts enrolled in the public schools were members 
of minority groups. Hispanic students comprised 23.4 percent of all sttfdents; 
blacks, 10 percent; Asians or Pacific Islanders, 4.3 percent; Filipinos, 1.4 per- 
cent; and American Indians or Alaskan .Natives , 0.9 percent. 

Table 2 shows the 1979-80 California publ ic ' school enrollments bv grade level 
and racial/ethniC group. The enrollments of Hispanic students were much higher, in 
kindergarten and grade one than in grades eleven and. twelve. Enrollments of minor- 
ity students other than Hispanic students we're substantially the same across all 
grade levels • * . * - & 

T^tole 3 presents the number and Percent of 1979 high school graduates who had 
been enrolled # in regular high school programs and adult school/programs *by racial/ 
^thnic group in each county and statewide. Nonminarity (white) graduates repre^ 
sented nearly 70 percent of 'the regular high school graduates in ,1979 and 53 per- 
cent of the "graduates of adult school/ 

Table 4 presents the statewide district-level staff by selected personnel 
categories, by sex, and by racial/ethrtic group for 1979-80. .The professional 
sfaff at the district level were predominantly nojatminori ty (white) persons, rang- 
ing from 85 to 92 percent of the total. * About 27 percent of noocert i f ica ted per- 
sonnel were minority persons. 

Table 5 shows the statewide distribution of school site staff by selected 
classifications, by sex, and by racial/ethnic group. Fourteen percent of the 
principals and^20 percent of the assistant principals in the s*ate were minority 
persons. Eighty-three percent of classro'am teachers were nonminority (white) 
persons; and 17 percent, minority persons. Paraprofessionals (teacher aides, 
library aides, and pupil personnel* aides) were 3^> percent minority persons, and 
classified staff, including offide and clerical staff, were 28 percent minority 
persons. - ' ' , 

Table f> presents a comparison of the racial/ethnic distribution of pub! i\ 

school students in each county and statewide for 1977 and 1979. The statewide 

totals show an increase in the percent of minor i ty J students" f rom 36 percent to 
40 percent., * ^ 

'Table 7 shows a comparison of 'the racial/ethnic* |dist ribution of district- 
level staff and" school site staff statewide i/T^pj^nd 1979. The apparent differ- 
ence between the percent of black super intende^U^/feported in 1977 and the percent' 
reported in 1979 was due to an anomaly ^in reporting 1>k.1977 rather than to an 
actukl change in the rfcjmber of black superintendents, The remainder of the tabic 
displays differences in percentages"^ or various ^personnel categories for which no 
specific trend is discernible.
